Another conference be­ 
tween the company and the Amalga­ 
mated association officials has been 
arranged and probably will be held In 
New York within the next two weeks. 
The proposition was thoroughly un­ 
derstood bv the workers, It having 
been explained that in order to secure 
the foreign trade, amounting to about 
1,500,000 boxes, the gt neral wage re- 
duction would not be more than 3*5 
per cent and that the pi odic lion would 
be increased fully ICH per cent, w-hich 
would increase the earnings of the 
workers a!>out 12V* per cent. 
It is 
explained that while the majority of 
the men would work at a slight reduc­ 
tion In order to secure more em ploy­ 
ment, moft of them are W elshmen, 
and they are friendly to their fellow- 
workmen a.-ross the ocean. 
If the 
proposition had been accepted the tin­ 
plate workers in W ales would be de­ 
prived of employment. This fact influ­ 
enced many to vote against accepting , 
the offer.

Panama, Colombia, Aug 
5.—Tele­ 
graphic communii ation with San Car­ 
los was re-established yesterday after­ 
noon and at 5 p. rn. General Salazar 
received a telegram Lorn San Carlos 
Baying that som e revolutionary offi­ 
cers belonging to the forces under 
General Herrera had passed that town 
in flight. 
They reported the defeat of 
the revolutionists at Agua Dulce. This 
news bas not been confirmed and de­ 
tails 
and 
further 
information 
are 
awaited. 
The United States cruiser Ranger Is 
reported to have gone to Agua Dulce 
to bring the wounded back to Panama. 
Definite news of the engagem ent is 
expected when bile returns. 
The 
governm ent gunboat Boyars, 
whit h is m issing, left h*-rt last T ues­ 
day with reinforcem ents for General 
Morales Berti, who is located near the 
port of Agua Dulce. She was attacked 
by the revolutionary fleet and obliged 
to retreat. 
Since that time nothin.;; 
has been heard of the Boyaca. hut b • 
ing faster than the revolutionary gun­ 
boat Padilla, she is believed to have 
escaped. 
The Boyaca’s rudder was 
recently found to be in very bad order, 
and the repairs made to it were con­ 
ducted rapidly and not very thorough­ 
ly. 
General Salazar, governor of Pan­ 
ama. is of the opinion that som e acci­ 
dent has happened to the gunboat, 
which has left her helpless at sea or 
stranded on the coast of som e island. 
United States Consul General Gud- 
ger and Captain Potter of the United 
States cruiser Ranger have sent cable­ 
grams to W ashington asking permis­ 
sion for the sake of humanity, for the 
Ranger to search 
for the 
Boyaca. 
More than SOO mea are on board the 
Colombian gunboat and General Sala­ 
zar hop**s that the Ranger w ill be per­ 
mitted to go to their rescue. 
The government gunboat Chuchuito, 
which was sent from here with am ­ 
munition for General Morales Berti, 
could not deliver her cargo because 
the port of Agua Dulce had been cap­ 
tured by the revolutionists. 
W ater 
communication between the 
govern­ 
ment troops at Agua Dulce and Pan­ 
ama is consequently interrupted. 
A government officer who was cap­ 
tured by the revolutionists in January 
of this year during a previous battle 
at Agua Dulce, has made his escape 
from General Herrera's camp and has 
reached Panama. 
He reports that 
many 
revolutionists 
are 
deserting, 
partly because they are forced to fight 
against members of their own politi­ 
cal party, as well as on account of the 
heavy 
losses the revolutionists are 
said to have sustained every day since 
the beginning of this battle. 
General Salazar, military governor 
of Panama, announces that if General 
Herrera’s 
forces 
are 
not 
defeated 
within five days he will march with 
all the forces he has in Panama to at­ 
tack the revolutionary leader's rear 
guard. 
General Salazar has received 
a telegram from the Colombian min­ 
ister of war asking if reinforcem ents 
are needed, and saying that if so lie 
will send them Immediately. 


S till F ig h t in g 
W ashington,

5.—A 
dispatch 
dated yesterday received at the Colom­ 
bian legation last night fsorn Governor 
Salazar of the department reports that 
the fighting between the government 
troops and the revolutionists at Agua 
Dulce still continues. 
The battle has 
now raged since last Tuesday. 


Strik in g Motormen. 
Ironton, O.. Aug. 5.—The situation 
in the street railway strike has been 
without incident on the Ironton divi­ 
sion. 
The union men are operating 
cars on schedule time in accordance 
with an agreement reached at a con­ 
ference concluded yesterday, but there 
is strong evidence of a renewal of the 
strike in sym pathy with Hie men on 
the Huntington and Ashland divisions. 
It was confidently expected that the 
agreem ent reached here between the 
company and em ployes of this division 
only would be the basis of settlem ent 
all along the line. 
The strike in tho 
Kentucky and W est Virginia towns is 
still on, the company refusing to both 
recognize the union and reinstate the 
discharged men. 


B ig Loan Is Projected liv I be Cuban 
G overn m en t. 
Havana, Aug. 5.—-The senate has 
discussed and approved in part a bill : 
to empower the executive to raise a 
loan of $4,000,000 
at the minimum , 
price of 90 and the maximum rate of 
Interest of 5 per cent, payable in thirty : 
years, to be used to assist the sugar , 
cane growers of the island, who will ; 
be paid at the rate of 50 cents per IOO j 
alohas of sugar cane ground from the 
last crop. 
This money is to 
repaid • 
by the 
cane growers in February, i 
March and April, 1903, at 6 per cent 
interest. 
The bill provides that the I 
executive be authorized to pledge the | 
custom s receipts of the republic as a 
guarantee for the principal and inter- j 
est of this loan and to guarantee in 
creased expenditures on account of the 
loan. 
The executive is also to be au 
thorized to pledge the custom s receipts 
upon 
certain 
articles, 
tariffs 
being 
raised proportionately. 
Six months after date another loan i 
of $35,000,('OO is to be raised on the 
sam e conditions as to time, price of j 
issue and int frost as the above m in-: 
tioned 
loan. 
Four million dollars' 
worth of the bonds of the second loan 
are to be devoted to taking up the 
first loam 
The rest of the $35,000,000 j 
loan is to be used in paying the debts ' 
of the revolution, referred to in the 
constitution, and to pay the Cuban , 
revolutionary army. 
This latter ob­ 
ligation amounts to $2t ,0<>0,uno. 
It is 
provided also that congress, before the 
closing of the present s< ssion, is to 
vote a certain portion of the income 
of the island to pay interest on and j 
provide a sinking fund for the second I 
loan. 
It is claimed that this bill will sub­ 
stantially pass the house. 
The senate I 
is saki to be really opposed to a large ! bottom 
loan, but to have agreed to this m eas­ 
ure. 
A majority of the former Cuban , 
revolutionary elem ent is in favor o f 1 
paying the army. 
It is said in other 
quarters that the plan has bel n divid j 
ed into two sections in order to allow j 
the first loan to be raised and that tho I 
second or big loan will be shelved. 
That part of the bill referring to guar­ 
anteeing the $4,000,090 loan by re­ 
ceipts from int Teased duties on certain i 
articles was not approved by the sen 
ate. 
No project has yet passed the 
house.

l ur up In northern Holland among 
the dikes and canals of the little king­ 
dom lies Broeck, (he original Spotless 
Town. Tho palings of the fences of 
Broeck are sky blue. The streets are 
paved with shining bricks of many col­ 
ors. 
The 
houses are rose colored, 
brack, gray, purple, light blue or pale 
green. The doors are painted and gild­ 
ed. For hours you may not see a soul 
In tho streets or at the windows. The 
streets and houses, bridges, windows 
and burns show’ a neatness and a bril­ 
liancy’ that are absolutely painful. At 
every step a neiv effect is disclosed, a 
new scone is beheld, as lf painted upon 
tho drop curtain of a stage. 
Every­ 
thing is minute, 
compact, 
painted, 
spotless and clean. In the houses of 
Broeck for clciCrting purposes you will 
find big brooms, little brooms, tooth­ 
brushes, aqua fortis, whiting for the 
window panes, rouge for the forks and 
spoons, coal dust for the copper, emery 
for the iron utensils, brick powder fur i 
tho doors and even small splinters of 
wood with which to pick out the tiny 
bits of straw* in the cracks between the 
bricks. Here are some of the rules of 
this wonderful town: 
citizens m u st leave th eir shoes at the 
door when en terin g a house. 
B efore or after su nset no one Is allow ed 
to sm oke excep tin g w ith a pipe having a 
cox i r, so that th e ash es w ilt not be sc a t­ 
ter. J upon th e street. 
A ny one crossin g the vill age on horse­ 
back m ust get out of the saddle and lead 
th e horse. 
A cuspidor shall be kept by the front 
door of each house, w here it m ay be ac­ 
cessible from th e window. 
It is forbidden to cross the village In a 
carriage or to drive anim als through the 
streets. 
In addition to these established rules 
it is the custom for every citizen who 
sees a leaf or a bit of straw blown be­ 
fore his house by the wind to pick it 
up and throw it into the canal. 
Tho 
people go 500 paces out of the village 
to dust their shoes. 
Dozens of boys 
are paid to blow the dust from be­ 
tween the bricks in the streets four 
times an hour. 
In certain houses tho 
guests are carried over the threshold 
so as nut to soil Hie pavements. 
At 
one time the mania for cleaning In 
Broeck reached such a poiut that the 
housewives of the village neglected 
even their religious duties for scrub­ 
bing and washing. The village pastor, 
after trying every sort of persuasion, 
preached a long sermon, in which he 
declared that every Dutchwoman who 
had faithfully fulfilled her duties to­ 
ward God In this world would find in 
the next a house packed full of furni­ 
ture and stored with the most various 
and precious articles of use and orna­ 
ment, which, not being distracted by 
other occupations, she would be able 
to brush, wash aud palish for all eter­ 
nity. 
The promise of this sublime 
recompense and the thought of this 
extreme happiness tilled the women 
with such fervor aud piety that for 
mouths thereafter the pastor had no 
cause for complaint 
Around every house in Broeck arc 
buckets, 
benches, 
rakes, 
hoes 
aud 
stakes, all colored red, blue, white or 
yellow. 
The brilliancy and variety of 
colors and the cleanliness, brightness 
and miniature pomp of the place are 
wonderful. 
At the windows there are 
embroidered curtains, with rose col­ 
ored ribbons.
